organization. 

Twenty-three local students were 
selected by a vote of the college 
faculty and the nominating committee 
plans to go over the records of every

| and select those eligible for member- 


ship. The charter allows a maximum 
of 10 per cent of the enrolled stu- 
dent body but the present roll num- 
bers less than five per cent.

It is necessary to attain two 
grade points per unit of work for a 
full course of two consecutive semes- 
ters or attain the exceptional goal of 
2.5 grade points for each unit during 
one semester. The new group will 
not displace Beta Gamma, local hon- 
orary society or the Honor Society, 
it was stated by Miss Watson.
